Washington, Oct. 23—Attorney Gen- 


eral Knox presented to the President 
this morning his opinion as to the val- 
idity of the title to the^ Panama canal 
property in the event that this govern- 
ment should accept the offer of the 
company to sell the canal to the Unit- 
ed States for $40,000,000. 


The document is exceedingly volum- 


inous. Including the various exhibits 
and appendices it contains ahout 300 
pages. 
Besides finding that,Jhe new 


Panama canal company's 
title is a 


valid one, it is understood that the at- 
torney general presents in his report 
a certain guarantee from the director- 
ate of the company and 
from the 


French government that no claims 
shall be presented to the United States 
by stockholders or creditors of the old 
Panama canal company. The attorney 
general's mission to France from 
v/hieh_he returned a few days ago, 
was as much for the purpose of secur- 
ing these guarantees as of satisfying 
himself regarding the validity of the 
title. 


President Roosevelt 
would like toj 


send a canal treaty to the Senate at 
the opening of the next session of Con- 
gress, but will not he able to do that. 
He will refer to the complications 
which have arisen over the canal in 
his annual message and then evidently 
will have to await the settlement of 
the insurrection in Colombia and the 
establishment there of a stable gov- 
ernment. 
Many months may elapse 


ebfore that condition is realized. 


That the American people may ful- 


ly understand this status of the Isth- 
mian project, President Roosevelt, it 
is understood, 
will make Attorney 


General Knox's report public when the 
President sends his annual message to 
Congress. '

opened they all made a grand rush 
to get inside first arid for half 
an 


hour there a scene enacted such as 
has never been witnessed in a store 
in Kalamazoo. It approached a panic. 
Women fought for the choicest pieces 
of china and lost all their dignity and 
good manners. Hats, belts and wratjs 
were jerked off, hair torn d'own, and 
in the crush and excitement half a 
dozen women fainted and many burst 
into tears and 
called for help. As 


fast as the women succumbed they 
were passed over the counter and laid 
out. Several were knocked down and 
injured in the crush. The young wo- 
men clerks were nearly mobbed by the 
frantic women and several nearly had 
their clothing torn off. In the efforts 
of the women to escape from the stor* 
crockery and glassware was knocked 
from the shelves and a large amount 
broken. The melee finally approached 
the nature of a riot and the proprie- 
tors of the store sent a call to police 
headquarters for help. 
Officers were 


dispatched to the scene and by hard 
work quieted the women and cleared 
the store.

operating table. The operation was 
performed by the light of two com- 
mon oil lamps borrowed from neigh- 
boring cabins. 
At the time the ex- 


tremeties were cold, the pulse imper- 
ceptible, there was sighing respira- 
tion and the patient was partially un- 
conscious. A small quantity of chlo- 
roform was administered. Examina- 
tion showed that the knife had enter- 
ed a little to the right of the nippla 
and had penetrated the cavity. 


An incision was first made one half 


inch from the breast bone and carried! 
out four inches along the third 
rib. 


A similar incision was then mada 
along the sixth rib, and the ou'en 
ends of these two were joined by a 
vertical incision.

and fifth ribs were then cut in two, 
and the door thus made was turned 
back and gave access to the cavity.

\Vlietlier it come, In the course of na- 
ture or by accident or de.-;i#;i. it is sel- 
clom painful; never probably so painful 
as a bout of the toothache. It brings 
us from a condition of bondage and 
uncertainty at best to oue of freedom 
and security. But often it is a change 
Irotn slavery, both physical and moral, 
(o emancipation comparatively peifcct, 
or, if we hold the uiatcrialist view, to 
everlasting unconsciousness. The spir- 
itual state is emancipated from the 
inertia of matter and the tyranny of 
space; there! ore thought will be pres- 
ence, and a man's burroundings as to 
both thing and perbon will be inevi- 
tably such as are most desirable to 
hiiii. 
The e\il will be emancipated 


from the opposition of the good, and 
tlie good will not be gne\ud and ham- 
pered by the machinations of the e\il. 
The whole chapter of accidents which 
here looms so large will there be elim- 
inated. 
Time, which now makes us 


long for the arrival of an appointed 
hour and now dread its too speedy 
coming, will be no more.

Death takes us from a world of ef- 


fects to one of causes. The soul is 
made of will and thought and, as we 
may daily perceive, it is only the ob- 
struction of material conditions that 
prevents us from immediately accom- 
plishing our desires and beholding the 
realization of our thoughts.

Ktpnce in combating death. We seek 
eagerly all nostrums or elixirs that 
promise us continuance of life. We 
ascribe supreme merit to the soldier 
v.-uo risks his life for his country or to 
the individual who sacrifices it for oth 
ers. We laud the stoicism which af- 
fects to despise death, but which bases 
the virtue of that despising upon the 
acknowledged terror of the event Our 
humanitarians spend sympathy and 
money in attempting to prolong the 
miserable condition of the poor and 
diseased. We shudder to hear of a vast 
natural calamity like that of Marti- 
nique or of avoidable accidents such as 
a;e furnished daily by lailways and 
other instruments of civilization. And 
all the while it is the survivors who 
suffer, if any one does, though they, 
too. ar<> soon comforted by time or the 
insurance companies. The dead man. 
the man who has entered upon the new 
and spiritual life, whom we absurdly 
pity, is free, and bis troubles are over. 


Suicides, it is true, are said to in- 


crease 
with civilization. 
Cut few 


philosophical suicides occur. The ma- 
jority are induced by dread of life 
overcoming dread of death. It may be 
doubted if suicide be ever the act of a 
man at once perfectly brave and thor- 
oughly sane. The value of this life — 
a:;d it is a real value— is in the disci- 
pline and experience it gives, which it 
is our honest and sensible duty to im- 
prove to the utmost and to the last 
Life may be interesting and arduous; 
it may be disappointing and irksome. 
It is very seldom If ever uniformly and 
positively agreeable. Kear. on the oth- 
er band, is one of the worst and basest 
of evils, and fear of death the most 
irrational. It must have originated in 
sheer ignorance and thoughtlessness. 
It ought to ranis!) before our modern 
enlightenment and sagacity, and with 
its disappearance will appear social 
changes that cannot hut be revolution- 
ary and salutary. — Julian Hawthorne 
in Bramlur .Magazine.

is to be preferred where a long and 
steady pull is required. The thorough- 
bred race horse has a fine flight of 
speed and canters with 
delightful 


lightness and grace along the park 
bridle paths, but the heavy work is the 
work most in demand, and for that we 
want the draft animals every time. 


Enthusiasm is the spur to endeavor, 


and at the same time it is the savor of 
life. 
The country boy whose ambi- 


tion has taken him to town comes 
tilled with enthusiasms. 
Even the lit- 


tle things are novelties to him, and as 
he accomplishes this and that he feels 
that he Is doing something not only 
interesting, but valuable. His simple 
tastes have not been spoiled by a mul- 
tiplicity of gratifications, and so he is 
glad of everything good that comes 
bis way. At thirty, if be leads a clean 
life, he has more of the boy in him 
than his city cousin has left at fifteen.

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A FOIL FOR CRACKSMEN 


Electrical Safe Covering Claim- 


ed to be Burglar Proof. 


CAN BE ALSO APPLIED TO VAULTS 


Cabinet Shown «t an Exhibition Ex- 


periment Which Is Said to H«»l»t 
Such Method* u» Bnrnlngr Six Lay- 
ers of Chrome Steel Through In 
Two Minute* and a Quarter. 
"Science Applied to Burglary" would 


Hot have been an inappropriate name 
for an exhibition experiment conducted 
at the St James hotel L in Washington 
the other afternoon, says the Post of 
that city. In order to show what the 
up to date safe blower could do, sev- 
eral sheets of chrome steel were burned 
through by searchlight carbon at- 
tached to an electric current, thus 
demonstrating that the great bank 
vaults are not altogether secure from 
the assaults of the cracksman. 


There was also on exhibition an elec- 


trical cabinet which is built for the 
purpose of covering safes, making 
them absolutely proof against burglars 
and the electric current above men- 
tioned. The apparatus is entirely me- 
chanical in its operation and cannot 
be affected by conspiracy of watchmen 
or others. The system can be applied 
to safes or vaults, also 
furnishing 


protection against day raids. 
When 


applied to vaults, they are electrically 
lined internally, having the vault doors 
covered externally with quarter sawed 
oak doors and frames, supplied with 
electric lining, contact points and in- 
dicator, showing condition of the cur- 
rent at all times and serving as a guide 
for opening-and closing. When ap- 
plied to safes, the same are entirely 
inclosed externally with quarter sawed 
oak cabinets, with front doors all elec- 
trically lined. 


The lining forms two complete cir- 


cuits and is connected to the alarm box 
by a patented braided cable, consist- 
ing of thirteen diminutive strands of 
separately insulated" wires, all braided 
together. The entire guarded system 
Is operated by a closed circuit in con- 
nection with a relay instrument, which 
controls a local alarm circuit in an 
alarm box. 


A chronometric time lock and bat- 


teries from which the current is de- 
rived are located in a vault or guarded 
structure. The alarm box is most sub- 
stantially constructed of five ply drill 
proof chrome steel, is 38 by 25 by 18 
inches, electrically lined, contains a re- 
lay instrument, polarized switch, bat- 
teries and the eighteen inch diameter 
gong. It is carefully protected against 
any atmospheric influences and may 
be located as desired. The usual cus- 
tom is to place it in front of the bank 
building. 


All relay and indicator Instruments 


are made with jewel bearings and 
phosphor bronze springs., Any inter- 
ference at any point of the system in 
any way will cause an alarm to sound 
at once, which can be heard at a great 
distance. The system can be connect- 
ed with other points besides the alarm 
box. It is claimed that it is a physical 
impossibility to defeat the system and 
that-it is the only one for which "this 
claim can be substantiated. 
The 


working of the system is guaranteed 


^from year to year. 


A hole 1*& inches In diameter was 


• burned through six layers of chrome 
steel in two minutes and fifteen sec- 
onds. The apparatus for this purpose 
weighs but twenty pounds, and the 
carbon may be attached to any ordi- 
nary arc light electric wire. The com- 
pany owning this system claims that 
its cabinets are absolutely 
proof 


against this method or any other of 
modern burglary. The experiment was 
conducted by Mr. Fred Schrauder of 
the Bankers' Electric Protective com- 
pany, assisted by Mr. H. O. Megaard. 


Among those present were Mr. J. G. 


Moore of the National Metropolitan 


- bank, Mr. A. S. Brice of the Riggs Na- 
tional bant and Mr. John P. Bergin, 
vault, safe- and lock expert of the 
United States treasury. 
All were 


greatly pleased with the working of 
the cabinet. 


The Chicago postofflce and other 


federal buildings throughout the coun- 
try are to be equipped with this sys- 
tem of protection. Mr. Schrauder will 
take the apparatus to New Orleans 
and attend the National Association of 
Bankers' convention Nov. 11, 12 and 
13. 
Exhibitions of burning through 


steel will be given in the lobby of one 
of the hotels there.

FAMOUS PRISON SHIP. 


Pacts About the Jersey Found 


at New York Navy Yard. 


A FLOATING HOEEOE OF THE PAST 


Patriot* Imprisoned on tbe Brltlah 


Vemel Left Hecordu of Torture* 
They Had to Endure—She Ha* Lome 
Been Vainly Sought For—Timber* 
In Good Condition. 
-- 


It has been left for the spile driving 


laborers at the New York navy yard to 
discover the hull of tbe old British 
prison ship Jersey, of Revolutionary In- 
famy, for which learned government 
authorities and private associations 
have searched in vain for half a centu- 
ry, says tbe New York Herald. 


Below sixteen to twenty feet of filled 


in soil the old hull, in which at one time 
fifteen hundred American patriots suf- 
fered tortures, bas been located in the 
building site of the new 10,000 ton bat- 
tleship Connecticut 


Solid still are the more massive oak 


and teak timbers of the old prison 
craft, but it is not likely that this re- 
markable relic of the fight for Ameri- 
can independence can be saved. It is 
so firmly imbedded in the earth and 
covers so comparatively large tin area 
that its removal would greatly hamper 
the work on the Connecticut Besides, 
it is believed that part of the hull has 
been smashed by tbe spile driving en- 
gines-and that because of the progress 
made in the foundations for the Con- 
necticut it would be hardly possible to 
get the skeleton of the Jersey out of 
the earth in anything like an intact 
condition. 


Civil Engineer Bellinger, who has 


charge of the foundation work for the 
Connecticut, said the other night that 
for some time the spile drivers -had ex- 
perienced considerable difficulty 
in 


driving the huge spiles in different 
parts of the building site, but, while it 
was known that the obstacle consisted 
of timbers, nobody then realized that 
these belonged to the hull of the old 
prison ship Jersey. Indeed, the first in- 
dication Mr. Bellinger had that con- 
siderable timber existed deep in the 
soil near to the water front was when 
he attempted to lay new water mains. 
As all of the excavated part of the yard 
was "made ground" there was not 
much surprise at the discovery of the 
timbers. But when the spile driving 
engines began a strip of the building 
site about 250 feet in length was found 
to be almost solid timber. 


Meantime a very old resident of 


Brooklyn had visited the yard, and 
when he saw the laborers working on 
the site of the Connecticut he said that 
he remembered seeing sixty years ago 
the old hull of the prison ship Jersey 
lying right where the men were work- 
ing. At that time, he said, the tide 
flowed over that part of the yard and 
the ship lay naif submerged. Her 
masts were still in place, but she was 
utterly unseaworthy and had been 
abandoned, and when the work of fill- 
ing in with made ground the part of 
the yard where she lay had been com- 
pleted the old ship had sunk lower into 
the swamp and quicksand and had 
been covered from sight 


The aged man pointed out the exact 


place where be had last seen the Jer- 
sey, and a careful investigation re- 
cently completed by the workmen re- 
vealed that the two hundred and fifty 
odd feet of timber in the earth at 
which the spile driving engines were 
poundhig was In reality a ship's nulL 


"This hull I have no doubt" said 


Mr. Bellinger, "is that of the old pris- 
on ship Jersey, for which patriotic so- 
cieties have searched so long. I be- 
lieve, too, that there is more than one 
historic hull embedded near by in the 
earth. The hull, which I believe is 
that of the historic Jersey, is about 
the size of the naval tug Nina—that is, 
about 250 feet in length." 


During tbe Revolutionary war the 


Jersey lay off the Wallabont basin and 
was used as M prison by the British 
for American prisoners. The tortures 
these unfortunates suffered were bar- 
barous in the extreme. The diary left 
by one of the prisoners states that the 
congestion in the ship was abominable 
aud the food rancid and decayed. So 
full, it Is recorded, were the bread ra- 
tions with "maggots that the prisoners 
use*d to butt the bread against the 
ship's sides to dislodge tbe vermin. 
The only means of release from this 
floating horror -was for a prisoner to 
be exchanged or to enlist In the British 
army or die. 
Hundreds of patriots 


died like rats in holes. In 1879 tbe 
bones of 300 of them were found mold- 
ering in the yard near where now 
stands the commandant's office. 


Miss Helen Govld to Help Boy*.

New York, who will be educated at the 
village school in Roxbury, N". Y. She 
has also agreed to pay tbe expense of 
an additional teacher In this school 
which will afford better opportunities 
for students to prepare for college 
without leaving home, says tbe New 
York Tribane Miss Gould has also as- 
sisted a number of students to com- 
plete a course in tbe State Normal 
school at Qneonta, and some of these 
she has helped through college later. 
As a mark of courtesy sbe bas been 
elected one of tbe honorary vice presi- 
dents of tbe Central New York fair, 
which is held at Oneonta every falL

In the course of a few 
weeks his brothers and sisters were 
adopted 
by admiring friends, 
but 


Pinky, because he was the "runt" and 
looked very sorry and forlorn, was not 
chosen. He was left with me. 1 kept 
him, for his mother was dead, aud fed 
him on milk until he caught up to the 
size of the biggest mother fed possum 
of his age in the woods. Then I took 
him do\vn to the old stump in the 
brier patch where be was born and 
left him to shift for himself. 


Being thrown into a brier patch was 


exactly what tickled Br'er Rabbit half 
to death, and any one would have sup- 
posed that being put gently down in 
his home brier patch would ha\ e tic- 
kled this little possum still more. Not 
he! I went home and forgot him, but 
the next morning when breakfast was 
preparing what should we see but 
Pinky curled up in the feather cushion 
of the kitchen settee fast asleep. 


He had found his way back during 


the night, had climbed in through the 
trough of the purnp box and had gone 
to sleep like the rest of the family. He 
gaped and smiled and looked about 
him when awakened, altogether at 
home, but really surprised that morn- 
ing had come so soon. 


He took his saucer of milk under the 


stove as if notbing had happened. We 
had had a good many possums, crows, 
lizards and the like, so in spite of this 
winsome show of confidence and affec- 
tion Pinky was borne away once more 
to the briers.

BETTEB QUAETEES FOE OALLEES. 


Chief MairUtrute V.J11 Huie Three 


UOOIUB In Which lie Can See Tht-in. 
Daseiueut to i'uiitulu Fireproof Fa- 
cilities For Ofllclul Record*— \UUK-I 
Sngireiited For Xew White Uuune 
Doom. 
Some question lias arisen as to tbe 


designation of the new oiilce building 
on tlie AVhite House grounds, now 
uearing completion, for the use of the 
president, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New 1'ork Evening 
Post 
The architects are desirous 


that it should be called the "Tempo 
rary Ofiice Building," with an em- 
phasis suggesting that this is not a 
permanent solution of the question. 
They believe that the president of the 
United States should have a more dig- 
nified ofiice home than this, and also 
that he should not become u tenant of 
one of the (lepaitmeut edifices. 


While this detire of the architects 


will find some response, the con- 
venience of the new arrangement is 
bound to give it considerable perma- 
nency. 
The new quarters, although 


smaller than those which a railroad 
president would occupy, will be so 
great an improvement over those re- 
cently vacated as to seem generous. 
President Cleveland said that his of- 
fice quarters at the White House 
seemed so contracted, after au official 
residence in the state capitol at Al- 
bany, as to make it hard to realize 
the size of the promotion involved in 
the transfer. 


There will be three rooms In -which 


the president can see callers. 
His 


own room will occupy the southeast 
corner of tbe structure and look out 
over the lawns and gardens of the 
south front The cabinet room, where 
he can entertain other cullers besides 
those for whom it is specifically de- 
signed, opens out of the president's 
room and occupies the northeast cor- 
ner of the building. 
A little ante- 


room, just the right size for a confi 
dential chat, separates the president's 
office from that of his private secre- 
tary, and makes a third place at his 
disposal. A telegraph room, to which 
a president often has occasion to go. 
in connection with personal messages, 
lies between the private secretary's of- 
fice and the large room for the clerical 
staff. There is, in addition, a beautiful 
reception room, into which the visitors 
directly cuter from the outside; it is 
lighted from a glass dome and pro- 
vided with a welcoming fireplace. 


The basement of this new building 


will contain fireproof facilities for thu 
official files and records, the first time 
any security of this kind bas been pos- 
sible. The White House itself, it may 
be remarked incidentally, is also being 
treated with fireproofing material in 
all its first floor partitions. The proba- 
bilities are that President Roosevelt 
and his successors will so thoroughly 
like the new ofiice arrangement that 
there will be little motive for a change 
to a more pretentious structure. The 
quarters Just vacated by the presiden- 
tial offices have been made a part of the 
White House chambers; they consti- 
tute two suits, each of a very large 
room, a small one and a private bath. 
The old cabinet room will be made a 
president's study, while for the library 
opening out of it cabinet work book- 
cases are in preparation. 


A question over designation is raised 


not only by the temporary office build- 
Ing, but by each of tbe four entrances 
of the rejuvenated White House. It 
might not be a bad plan, since the am- 
bitious politician has long used the 
metaphor, in speaking of his intimacy 
of tlie White House, that he "did not 
go in at the back door," to name the 
new doors according to their uses. 
There will be four entrances at as 
many points of the compass. Why 
should not tbe place hunter and ordi- 
nary caller, who will go to the tempo- 
rary office building during business 
hours, be described as visiting "the 
White House west?" 
The persons in 


whose honor a reception is given might 
be described as going to "tbe White 
House south:" the rest of the guests in- 
vited socially will enter at "the White 
House east." or at the treasury end of 
the new terrace. The president's per- 
sonal visitors will enter "tbe White 
House north."

General 


Manager Emory of the Columbus, LOU'

Dayton, 


Springfield and Urbana roads. 


Manager Harrigan came over from 


Newark on the car whicn. left Newark 
at 6 a. m., and made direct connection 
with the 8 o'clock car for Dayton. He 
and Mr. Emory occupied positions on 
the car with the motorman. The idea 
of the trip is also to see what improve- 
ments, if any, can be made in the ser- 
vice on the roads which he manages. 


It is the intention to run a parlor 


car service from Newark to Dayton. 


Tne interurban roads -which come 


into Columbus are looking about for a 
site -for a new interurban station. The 
capacity of the present station on 
West Broad street has been outgrown 
for some time, and there is hut little 
hope that it can be improved to a suffi- 
cient size to meet the increasing de- 
mands of the various roads.
